quick vote to override the veto and 
pass the measure over Mr Trum an'a 
disapproval.

Disagreeing with the whole phil­ 
osophy of the labor measure, the 
President declared It would be “a 
dangerous stride in the direction of 
a totally managed economy" and 
said "it contains seeds of discord 
which would plague this nation for 
years to come.”
